Applicant gralerully acknowledge;; Ihe Examiner \s availahiliiy for Interview on 
July 21, 2005. Tn that telephonic interview^ Examiner Neveen, Mr. Kadatti and the 
undersigned. Applicant's attorney, discussed the applicability ofSowa et. al., U.K. Patent 
No. 6,594,665 ("Sowa.") to claims I to 9, 1 1 to 16, and 18-26. 

In theonice Action dated March 23, 2003, claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-13, 15-16, 18-19, 
iUid 21-26 had been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as beiiit* anticipated by Sowa, 
Claims 4, 14 and 20 have been rejected undei- 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as bein£> luipatentable 
ovei- Sowii in \'iew uf Adya et. al. U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0188605 ("Adya.") 

Applicant respectlUlly traverses the rejections. 

At tlie Interview, the dillerences between Sowa's teaching ofa ha.sh ol^the lile 
names and die present claims^ teadiin^i. of a hash of die file contents were discussed. 

llie Examiner stated diat the claims at issue did not cleiu^ly deliiie die dilieience 
that is. Hie claims tliat were under tinal did nut cleaily claim tliat tlie tile contents were 
the genesis of imy given hash value. Appliemit agreed to amaid tile claims to make more 
clctU' that it is the tile contents tliat wei e being haslied, rather tliiUi tlie lile Uiune. llie 
Examiner agreed diat Sowa does not leach hashing of the Hie contents - only of the file 
name, and indicated thai therefore, Sowa would not he an invalidating reference. 

Applicant dierefore presents amended independent claims herein. These amended 
independent claims are meant to make more clear the nature ofa hash value — it is 
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comprised ofa hash oCa file's contents. New claim 27 is a rewriUen version of now 
canceled claim 1 1 with the itmilulion ofa hash value being comprised ofa Ille\s contents 
made more clear. 

Accordingly, it is Aibmittcd diat die limitations of die claims are not met by the 
Sowa retcTcncc^ nor by the combination of Sown mid Adya. and it is respectfiiUy 
requested tliat the Ex^iminer's l ejections be withdrawn and the claims proceed to issue. 

Claims 1 -9, 1 2-1 6, and 1 R-27 define patentable subject matter over the art of 
record and are not anticipated by nor obvious in view ol the ref erences of record. A 
Notice of Allow^ice is respectfully solicited.
